TURNED AWAY 

Wheelchair user denied access to three buses 


With weeks to go to the Paralympic 
Games, a disabled organisation has 
expressed outrage after a woman in 
a motorised wheelchair was denied 
access to a bus three times in two 
weeks. 

Multiple sclerosis sufferer Diana 
Morris was left stranded after 
being refused three times. 

Theo Harris, chief executive at 
Kingston Centre for Independent 
Living, said: “This is unjust and I 
think it is unacceptable in 2012. 

“For this to happen once it is un¬ 
derstandable but for it to happen 
twice [in one week] is a disgrace. 
Transport for London needs to get 
its act together. 

“The Olympics has all been about 
accessibility and how London is 
accessible but they need to bring 
the same quality service to every 
borough.

Mrs Morris, of Rosebery Square 
in Kingston, was turned away from 
the 213 bus in New Malden High 
Street on Thursday, August 9, and 
also the 131 bus in Waters Road, 
New Malden and the Fairfield bus 
station on Monday, July 30. 

She said: “This is discrimination. 
We should stop this from happen¬ 
ing. It is frustrating not being able 
to get on a bus. 

“I have to worry about the power 
in my chair if I have to go far. What 
if it runs out? 

“It is quite difficult to get around 
and I like to save my taxi journeys 
because I need them to get to the

hospital. Using the bus I can go all 
over the place. I can even see my 
friends. 

“Not being able to do all this lim¬ 
its my freedom.” 


Fellow wheelchair user Fran 
O’Brien, who heads up the Young 
and Disabled and Positively Artis¬ 
tic charity, said: “Bus drivers need 
to be educated about what it is like 
to be disabled. A lot more has been 
done in the past few years but there 
is still more to do.” 

Mike Weston, operations director 
for London Buses, said: “We take 
accessibility extremely seriously 
and are concerned to hear of this 
passenger’s experiences. 

“If the passenger is able to pro¬ 
vide us with specific details we 
will investigate it as a matter of 
urgency with the bus operators 
concerned.” 

He said all buses were accessible 
and said a guide of what kinds of 
mobility aids were allowed on 
buses had recently been issued to 
24,000 London bus drivers.

Nurse accused of tying woman down with sheet 


A Kingston care home nurse 
has been accused of mis¬ 
treating a woman in his care 
by tying her down with a 
bedsheet. 

Orlando De la Cruz, who 
was a registered nurse at 
Galsworthy House Nursing 
Home in Kingston Hill at the 
time, was due to appear 
before the Nursing and 


Midwifery Council on Au¬ 
gust 2, but the case was ad¬ 
journed to later this year. 

He will face allegations of 
restraining a female resident 
by tying a bed sheet over her 
upper body and tying it to the 
rails on either side of the 
bed. 

According to the charges, 
Mr Cruz’s alleged actions, on 


the night of November 15, 
2010, placed the resident at 
risk of harm. 

The Nursing Midwifery 
Council will meet at its of¬ 
fices in Aldwych, central 
London, to hear the case 
against Mr Cruz and to de¬ 
cide if his fitness to practise 
was impaired due to the al¬ 
leged misconduct. 


A spokesman for Galswor¬ 
thy House said: “I can con¬ 
firm that following a 
complaint, a member of staff 
was suspended, investigated 
and subsequently dismissed 
in March 2011. 

“While a Nursing and Mid¬ 
wifery Council hearing is 
under way it would not be ap¬ 
propriate to comment.”

Take these broken wings 


A cuckoo found close to 
death in a Tolworth gar¬ 
den has been flown on a 
one-way flight to Italy. 

Idemili was taken to the 
Wildlife Aid Foundation’s 
animal hospital in 
Leatherhead for emergen¬ 
cy treatment after she was 
attacked by other birds 
and missed the chance to 
fly south for the winter. 

But British Airways 
agreed to fly her out on 
Tuesday on one of their 
passenger planes after her 
broken wing healed. 

Lucy Kells, who accom¬ 
panied Idemili on her trip, 
said: “They are such spe¬ 
cial birds and it has been 
an honour and privilege 
to have looked after her. 

“She was in a very bad 
state when she came to us. 
The wet weather has 
meant it has been a very 
tough year for cuckoos.” 

A lack of butterflies this 
summer had led to a 
dearth of caterpillars, 
cuckoos’ main food. 


Miss Kells said: “She 
was very weak and that is 
most likely why she came 
under attack because 
when birds spot a weak¬ 
ness they exploit it. 

“I have become incredi¬ 
bly attached to her. 

“It is the first time I have 
ever seen one in real life 
but I am glad the work we 
have done has allowed her 
to get home.” 

Cuckoos arrive in the 
UK in spring to breed and 
lay eggs, then travel back 
to Africa with their chicks 
in July. 

The breed is a highly en¬ 
dangered species with an 
estimated 65 per cent de¬ 
cline in numbers since 
1980, according to the 
British Trust for 
Ornithology.

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Man crushed while retrieving phone kingstonguardian.co.uk 


A passenger was crushed between a 
train and platform after he “ignored 
warnings'' trying to retrieve his mobile 
phone from the tracks at New Malden. 

The 40-year-old man, from Caterham, 
was trapped above the live rail when the 
train began to pull away from the plat¬ 
form on Wednesday, August 8, at about 
5.45pm. 

The train quickly stopped and the man 
was rescued and air-lifted to the Royal 
London Hospital where he was being 
treated for a fractured leg, as we went to 
press. 

The official South West Trains Twitter 
feed said: “It appears that person 
dropped phone, asked guard to retrieve 
but train on move, tried to assault guard 
through window and slipped.” 

Jenni Carter, a passenger in the next 
carriage, said the man had been told to 
wait until the train had left to retrieve 
his phone. 

She wrote on Twitter: “Was on the 
train where the guy fell on to the tracks 
at New Malden. Nothing but praise for 
South West Trains in difficult circum¬ 
stances.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “It ap¬ 
pears the man had attempted to hold 
open the train doors after apparently 


trying to reach for an item on the tracks. 

“He then stepped away but slipped be¬ 
tween the platform and the train. The 
train began to move but stopped almost 
immediately.” 

British Transport Police said it was in¬ 
vestigating claims the man tried to as¬ 
sault a guard just before the incident. 

The incident caused huge delays 
across south-west London and scenes of 
frustration by commuters stuck at Wa¬ 
terloo. 

In January a Walton woman was killed 
by a train while trying to retrieve her 
mobile phone at Wimbledon station.

Woman in hospital 
after bus collision 


A young woman who was 
hit by a bus in Kingston 
town centre remained in 
hospital with serious head 
injuries as the Kingston 
Guardian went to print. 

The woman, in her 20s, 
whose name has not yet 
been released, was taken to 
St George’s Hospital on 
Monday, August 6, after 
being hit by a bus on the 
corner of Clarence Street 
and Eden Street. 

Police confirmed they had 
been called at 8.20pm to re¬ 
ports of a crash between a 
bus and a young woman 
who had to be taken to 
hospital. 

London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice (LAS) helped treat the 
woman at the scene. 

An LAS spokesman said: 
“Our staff treated a 
woman, reported to be 20 
years old, for a serious 
head injury. The patient 


was taken as a priority to 
St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting.” 

The accident may not be 
the only one to have oc¬ 
curred on the stretch of 
road opposite Specsavers 
and the closed-down Game 
store. 

Seventy-year-old Jack 
Maunders was also hit in a 
similar part of Eden Street 
on January 31 this year. 

Mr Maunders suffered 
multiple fractures to his 
face and head. 

At the time the Kingston 
Guardian reported Mr 
Maunders still could not 
open his eyes two days after 
the collision. 

He said: “It looks like it’s 
the same place where I was 
hit. 

“I am lucky to be alive.” 

Police said no arrests had 
been made and investiga¬ 
tions were continuing.

Knife teens had just 
walked out of court 


Two teenagers who became 
embroiled in a vicious knife 
fight with a drug dealer in 
Chessington had walked out 
of a courtroom with a 
community sentence hours 
earlier. 

Horrified students at 
Chessington Community 
College witnessed the after- 
math of the triple stabbing 
on May 30. 

The two 16-year-old boys 
ran away through back al¬ 
leyways dripping blood be¬ 
fore collapsing at a bus stop 
in Leatherhead Road, spark¬ 
ing a manhunt. 

The two teenagers, who 
cannot be named but are 
from Surbiton and Putney, 
tried to rob the drug dealer 
of cannabis at Sir Francis 
Barker recreation ground 
but their plan backfired 
when he pulled a knife. 

Both received 18-month 
youth rehabilitation orders 
when they appeared at Wim¬ 
bledon Youth Court for their 
sentencing on August 7 after 
pleading guilty to affray. 

A tattooist from Nu Clear 
Tattoos in Leatherhead 
Road, who helped the boys 
but did not want to be 
named, said: “It does not re¬ 
ally matter to me what these 
kids were up to. There was a 


kid dying outside who had 
to be helped. I would do the 
same thing again.” 

Defence counsel John 
Bentley said: “They did try 
to rip this person off. They 
did not go with the intention 
to cause violence but they 
would have stolen.” 

One of the teenagers said: 
“I thought I would get away 
with it. I did not think of the 
consequences. Before I had 
no motivation but I have 
been thinking a lot. This is 
not the life I want. I can do 
much better.” 

The other boy, who is in 
foster care, said: “I am very 
sorry, it was a stupid mis¬ 
take. I want to get on with 
my life and hope not to end 
up back in court.” 

Lead magistrate Geoff 
Baylis said: “Just after you 
had been given youth reha¬ 
bilitation orders you con¬ 
tacted a drug dealer with 
the intention of not paying 
him and must have known 
that doing so would result in 
some violence. 

“A fight took place. A 
knife was used. Both of you 
were injured - one of you se¬ 
riously. If you are true to 
your word then hopefully 
you will never be before this 
court ever again.”

Karina Bryant, from 
Kingston, who took bronze in 
the plus 78kg category, said it 
would be a “huge privilege” to 
return to Tolworth Girls 
School.

Dementia ward fears 


Families of patients on a mental 
health ward for elderly people that 
could be privatised said they 
feared for the safety of loved ones. 

South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health Trust 
(SWLSG) is outsourcing care at 
Fuschias ward in Tolworth Hospi¬ 
tal, home to seven patients from 
Kingston and Richmond with 
dementia. 

The patients will remain on the 
ward, which will be leased to a con¬ 
tractor, but shrunk from 20 beds 
down to seven to fit the remaining 
patients while cutting costs. 

The trust, in consultation with 
NHS Kingston, said it would com¬ 
mission an expert provider in de¬ 
mentia care and ensure staff were 
transferred over, but relatives 
raised concerns. 

NHS organisations will have to 
compete with private firms to win 
the contract. 

Louise Tarleton-Hodgson, whose

father has been a patient on 
Fuschias ward since 2004, said pri¬ 
vate firms would be more con¬ 
cerned with making profit than 
looking after patients. 

She was worried staff who have 
looked after patients for several 
years would be replaced with 
cheaper alternatives. 

Mrs Tarleton-Hodgson said: “It 
has been proven that small 
changes to environment, such as 
the building work that will go on to 
the ward, will have a huge affect on 
a person with dementia and 
can even lead to their life being 
shortened. 

“The staff are not happy because 
when they signed up they thought 
they would be working for the 
NHS, with job security. Now, like 
the families and patients, the fu¬ 
ture for them is uncertain.” 


A joint statement released by 
SWLSG and NHS Kingston said: 
“The trust has involved carers in 
reaching this decision and they 
support this approach. 

“The trust has also kept staff in¬ 
formed through the process and 
will continue to do so. 

“Staff working with these clients 
will remain working for Fuchsia’s 
ward.” 

Gavin Davies, officer for the 
GMB union in south-west London, 
believed the motivation behind the 
move was to “manage the deaths” 
of patients and called on the trust 
to rethink the decision. 

He said: “This is a blatant case 
of creeping privatisation in the 
NHS.” 

NHS Kingston announced 
plans last year to make £676,000 
in savings on mental health 
and was working on draft plans to 
identify another £1.44m during 
2012-13.

A teacher taken to hospital after 
being headbutted by a pupil is 
among dozens in the borough 
who have been attacked in class.

National Union of Teachers in 
Kingston, said it reflected a lack 
of respect for authority among 
some pupils. 

He said: “I am talking just a 
handful of children. Most are 
well-behaved and respectful, but 
others have a real lack of respect 
for authority, which reflects in 
how they behave in school. 

“Some think you are doing them 
a favour by behaving in class or 
educating them, rather than 


the other way round.” 

One assault took place in 2009 
and involved a 15-year-old boy 
with severe autism. 

A distressed pupil lashed out at 
the female teacher, who suffered 
a broken nose and could not re¬ 
turn to work for two weeks. 

The report concluded it was 
likely the incident involved the 
child kicking, punching or slap¬ 
ping the member of staff, though 
specific details were unavailable. 

The report said most of the at¬ 
tacks involved pushing or 
shoving.

Kingstonian fans have been 
told their home ground will re¬ 
main at Kingsmeadow for the 
forseeable future despite the 
news AFC Wimbledon may be 
on the move. 

The Dons, who share the 
Kingstonmeadow stadium, 
announced this week they plan 
to move back to their spiritual 
home in Plough Lane, 
Wimbledon. 

A move by the Wimbledon 
team could affect Kingstonian 
as the two teams share the 
ground. 

Kingstonian chairman John 
Fenwick said: “AFC Wimble¬ 
don have stated an intention to 
move back to Merton, and have 
identified the redevelopment of 
Wimbledon greyhound stadi¬ 
um as their preferred option. 

“It will obviously have an ef¬ 
fect on us, but not an immedi¬ 
ate effect.” 

Mr Fenwick said that any 
AFC Wimbledon decision 
would be a long-term project. 

Kingstonian have a ground 
share agreement until 2033 on 
the stadium, which is leased 
from Kingston Council by AFC 
Wimbledon. 


He said: “Given how they 
were formed, I am sure that the 
last thing they would want to 
do is be unfair to us. 

“I believe they would look to 
work with us to ensure our in¬ 
terests are protected as far as 
possible.” 

AFC Wimbledon’s chief exec¬ 
utive Erik Samuelson said his 
club would be discussing ideas 
with its members. 

He said: “The possible op¬ 
tions are keep Kingsmeadow 
and use it for reserve matches 
and training, or develop more 


of a sporting hub. But after 
what happened to us, we can’t 
dump them in it.” 

Leader of Kingston Council 
Derek Osbourne said: “It 
would be very regrettable if 
AFC Wimbledon did move 
away as we have always been 
supportive of them and also 
they were the lifeline through 
the shared round deal. 

“It would be very bad news if 
AFC Wimbledon were to move 
and I think, given the support 
in setting up AFC Wimbledon 
getting a pitch in the first 


place, we would take a bit of a 
dim view of it.” 

It is believed the Plough Lane 
project, which the club thinks 
could take about 10 years to 
complete, will cost somewhere 
in the region of £100m to build 
on the five hectare site.

It will remove Surbiton’s 
last large and protected 
green belt (Metropolitan 
Open Land) open space for 
future public use.

Councillor ‘could do better’ 


Councillor Dennis Doe is 
clearly embarrassed by his 
party’s record when in 
charge of Kingston schools. 

By resorting to obfuscation 
and waffle he has avoided 
some of the simple truths - 
sadly Conservative council¬ 
lors did not make the 
right choices for Kingston 
children. 

It is not just Tudor School 
that was closed under the 
Tory administration, they 
closed Bonner Hill School too 
and made sure it could never 
re-open by building flats on 
the site. 

Additionally Kingston’s 
children had to suffer the 
largest classes in the country 
as they squeezed 35 children 
into all infant and junior 
classrooms - refusing all des¬ 
perate parental pleas for 
smaller classes. And they 
supported the Greenwich 
judgement that allowed the 
Tiffin schools to pack their 


ranks with pupils from as far 
as Sussex and Northampton¬ 
shire, while local children 
were denied the opportunity 
to go to a neighbourhood 
school.

Bank apologises over 
‘genocide flag’ upset

Tamils were outraged when a 
bank displayed a Sri Lankan flag 
that reminded a community of the 
horrors of their country’s civil 
war. 

HSBC in New Malden put up 
four flags during the Olympics to 
represent each nationality of staff 
members who work at the branch. 

But Tamils said it brought back 
memories of torture, rape and 
massacre from the country many 
of them have fled and consider a 
genocidal state. 

K Ilankovan, of the Institute of 
Tamil Culture, said if the flag was 
part of a bigger display it may not 
have caused offence, but he said 
people felt it targeted the commu¬ 
nity directly. 

He said: “It is insensitive. They 
should be more aware. If you are 
in the Olympics mood put all of 
the flags up, not just a few. Person¬ 
ally I am behind the British flag, 
that’s who we need to support.” 

The manager of the bank, in 
New Malden High Street, removed 
the flags after residents com¬ 
plained and a spokesman said 
they have no other cases of any¬ 
thing similar. 

Councillor Yogan Yoganathan 
said he has been a customer of the 


bank, which brands itself as the 
world’s local bank, for 44 years. 

He said: “Obviously some of the 
people are going through pain 
still. I can understand their frus¬ 
tration. 

“We need people to work togeth¬ 
er and respect each other. 

“HSBC has to be careful. They 
are serving the community and 
have to make sure they look after 
the community as a whole.” 

HSBC was the first foreign bank 
to initiate a branch in Jaffna, Sri 
Lanka, and now has 16 branches 
on the island. 

An HSBC spokesman said: “The 


flags were meant with the very 
best intentions and the bank unre¬ 
servedly apologises to any mem¬ 
bers of the Tamil community who 
were offended.” 

The people of Sri Lanka en¬ 
dured more than 25 years of vio¬ 
lence and conflict during the civil 
war, which arose from tensions 
between the majority Sinhalese 
and the Tamil minority. 

A UN report published in 2011 
said both sides in the conflict com¬ 
mitted war crimes against civil¬ 
ians, but the Sri Lankan 
government rejected the report, 
describing it as biased.

Is your sex letting you down? 

Why some landlords believe men are handy in the home 



Who makes a better tenant, a 
man or a woman? 

Online lettings agent Upad 
asked 885 landlords in the UK 
if they found men or women 
made better tenants in terms 
of maintaining a property 
and found landlords were 
equally split with some saying 
women were better at main¬ 
taining outside space and 
some saying men were more 
self-sufficient when it came to 
sorting out minor problems. 

One respondent said: “Men 
make better tenants. They 
can (usually) change light 
bulbs, they know how the cen¬ 
tral heating works, and 
they’re more likely to carry 
out minor repairs than 
women. Men are more easy 
going, they take care of the 
small things - generally they 
just want a roof over their 
heads.” 

Speaking in favour of fe¬ 
male tenants another land¬ 
lord said: 

“On average, females are ti¬ 
dier which means less mainte¬ 
nance. Females also seem to 
like their outside space being

picturesque and generally do 
more in the garden - cutting 
the lawn and keeping it tidy. 

“Females are also more in 
control of finances than 
males, I find I get on time pay¬ 
ments from female tenants 
and they are also more likely 
to stay put.” 

James Davis, CEO of Upad 
said: “Based on our findings it 
seems that the majority of 
landlords have a gender pref¬ 
erence with the typical type¬ 
casts of men being good at 
general maintenance and 
women being clean and tidy 
still very much in association. 

“However, what was inter¬ 
esting was the fact that while 
men and women can be pe¬ 
nalised for various different 
reasons, it seems singletons 
are in the firing line as well. 

“When we asked landlords 
“who makes the best ten¬ 
ants?” a number explained 
that they were more in favour 
of couples as both parties ful¬ 
fil certain jobs in the home.” 


In relation to this, one re¬ 
spondent in Upad’s results 
noted: 

“Both genders have their 
pros and cons but ideally I 
prefer couples as tenants. You 
often find one is good at keep¬ 
ing things clean and tidy and 
the other is good at sorting 
out the little things. Also, cou¬ 
ples tend to be the best long¬ 
term tenants particularly if 
they have a child. I just tend 
to avoid sharers in favour of 
couples.” 

Meanwhile Leaders letting 
agents which has branches 
across south London say the 
number one thing which con¬ 
cerns landlords is that their 
tenants, of either sex, pay on 
time. 

And in any case it is against 
the law to discriminate on the 
basis of gender, race and dis¬ 
ability. 

Leaders’ technical and com¬ 
pliance director Carole 
Charge said: “Whilst some 
landlords may have a gender 
preference when it comes to 
choosing their tenants, it is in 
fact illegal to discriminate on 


the basis of gender, race and 
disability. 

“Many landlords may not 
realise this. A professional 
letting agent will be aware of 
the law and ensure that their 
clients do not discriminate in 
any way. At Leaders, if we be¬ 
lieved a client was attempting 


to be discriminatory, we 
would inform them of the law 
and, if they continued to be 
discriminatory, we would no 
longer be prepared to act as 
their agent in letting their 
property. 

“In more than 20 years in 
the industry, I personally 


have never seen a gender pref¬ 
erence amongst landlords. 

Landlords generally just 
want someone who will pay 
the rent on time and look 
after the property - in my ex¬ 
perience they do not tend to 
mind whether that person is 
male or female.”

Superstitious motorists will 
have to live with the dreaded 
number 13’ on their number 
plate if they want a new car 
next March - or pay for a 
personal registration to 
replace it according to CAP, 
the used car pricing experts. 

Despite rumours that 
drivers could choose to retain 
the ‘62’ plate after March 1, 
the DVLA has confirmed to 
CAP that every new vehicle 
will automatically carry a 13' 
plate. The only escape is to 
choose a private plate at a cost 
of at least £250, says CAP’S 
Martin Ward. 

The issue also raises 
questions about reluctance 
among superstitious people to 
purchase used cars in future 
which carry the 13' plate. 

Mr Ward said: “Believe it or 
not, the trade has been rife 
with talk about this issue 
recently, but it seems the

rumours that superstitious 
drivers will be allowed to opt 
out of ‘unlucky 13’ on their 
car was based more on hope 
than fact - as our contacts at 
the DVLA have confirmed. 

“While it is easy to poke fun 
at common superstitions, it is 
a fact that many people really 
are nervous about many of 
them, and will go out of their 
way to avoid walking under 
ladders or insist on throwing 
salt over their shoulder if 
they spill some. 

“Even if the driver isn't 
bothered what numbers are 
on their car, some 
superstitious family members 
might object.” 

CAP has received numerous 
enquiries about the potential 
impact of Triskaidekaphobia 
- fear of the number 13 - on 



demand for 13 plate cars and 
the impact on their car’s 
depreciation. However, 
without hard data on the 
number of truly superstitious 
people and insight into how 
seriously they really take the 
issue, it remains a matter of 
conjecture. 

Martin Ward added: “It's not 
often we say this at CAP, but 
we have no idea whether the 
used values of 13-plate cars 
will be affected or not, 
although it does seem 
unlikely. Suffice to say the 
prospect of a nervous 13 plate 
driver seeing a lone magpie 
through the windscreen on 
Friday 13th doesn’t bear 
thinking about, and our best 
advice is to make sure you 
don’t drive a March 2013 car 
under any ladders.”
